Llngg said ovory -worklngman should bocomo 
familiar with tho use ot dynamito and that 
bombs were good "lodder" for capitalists 
and policemen. On the night oC May -t wit- 
nossand LlngC took a box containing loaded 
bombs to cy (Jlvbourno avonuo, kno^vn an 
the "Shanty of the Communists" and "Soft's 
hall," whore tho bombs were distributed, 
tbo -witness having soou throo or four per- 
sons whose names he did not know tuUo 
bombs, 
Witness himself took two plpo 


bombs. 
Thou -witness, Lingg and some 


others wont to tho Larraboe street police 
station, it having boon arranged that a dis- 
turbance should be made there, to givo the 
west side 
Anarchists a better chance. 


While thoro Lingg was very anxious to 
throw a bomb into tho gtation, but -was 
prevented by witness.

bocamo very excited and determined, ami 
uskcd witness for a liuht with the purpo.-o 
of Igniting a bomb and throwing it into Iho 
patrol wagon, which wag full of olllcoi-s. 
Witness pretended to bo eotting n light aud 
managed so that the patrol wagon drove oil 
before he succeeded.
